anti-aircraft shell) while o n a raid. 
It went thro ugh my thigh and lo dged 
in my side. Luckily no bo nes bro ken. 
I didn’t hav e to o much pain fro m it 
either. 
“ As so o n as we landed, I was put 
o n a transpo rt and 
flo wn 
to 
an 
American ho spital. I stay ed there 2 
day s and was transferred to a Brit­ 
ish ho spital. SWm there I came by 
ho spital ship to the American ho s­ 
pital I km in no w. It’s a large to wn 
in No rthern Africa. This is such 
a 
swell plaee that I’m really enjo y ing 
my stay heffc. 
“It hap p en ed o n Dec. 5 th. It was 
10 day s befo re I co u ld get o u t o f 
bed, bu t n o w I can walk as go o d as 
ev er. It will p ro bably be abo u t three 
weeks y et befo re I can leav e 
the 
ho sp ital, an d then I will go back to 
jo in my sq u adro n . 
“Altho u gh I hav en ’t go tten 
an y 
mail y et, they say the mail serv ice 
is gettin g go o d, so may be I’ll 
get 
so me so o n . 
“ Here’s ho p in g that y o u are all 
well at ho me an d that y o u hav e 
a 
Merry Christmas an d a Hap p y New 
Year. Sp eakin g o f Christmas . . . 
wd are really lo o kin g fo rward to it 
here at the ho sp ital.

Tho se were n o t his wo rds, bu t he is
